The Town Council of tbe fiscal year 
19031904 will represent tbe sentiments 
of tbe people wltb respect to public 
matters that will ba live laeuea In tba 
campaign that will forerun tbe election 
of members of tbe Council. According 
to rulee of common courtesy It Is a gross 
piece of Impertlneooe for tbe present 
Council to countenance or taka any 
action Interfering with the freedom of 
action of tbelr successors In matters 
pertaining to tbe tax rate. 

It Is well known that tbe people of 
this town are Intensely bent on securlog 
a lower tax rate, and ready to sacrifice 
some of tba luxurious features of gov 
eminent for tbe purpose or attaining 
1bat end. The present Council did 
well to lie efforts towards reducing 
tbe tax rate below that of tbe previous 
rear, but tbe rate Is still blgh and will 
be an le-ue In tbe spring, and CoudcII- 
men will be elected on tbe strength of 
that Issue. 

The [ resent Council evidently does 
rot Intend that Its successors shall be In 
a.pcdtluo to make a record for lower 
taxes, aud takes action In advance that 
will thwart any sucb possibility. 

Tbe Board of Eetlmate of tbe present 
Council le responsible for one of the 
rtrangest moves ever mads In tbe ad¬ 
ministration of local affairs, and It Is 
obvious that tbe precedent that Is likely 
to be established Is fraught with danger. 
It political party divisions figured prom¬ 
inently In local affair* tbe danger of 
this precedent would be conspicuous at 
once, and abrewd politicians would prob¬ 
ably Interfere to prevent tbe Council 
being used for tbe purpose of serving 
tbe present Interest of one department 
of government. Tbe Fire Department 
wltb Ita preeslng needs and tbe Folios 
Department bave tbe asms equitable 
light to demand double aod advance 
service of tbe Board of Estimate as tbe 
Board or Education baa. An attempt 
la being made to minimize tbe effect of 
tbe action tnkeo by tbe Board of Eetl¬ 
mate Tuesday ntgtatT •* tb * 

school ■ pproprlatfoo for next year and 
Increased It *4,000 over this year by 
showing tbe action was not legal, and 
the Council of next year, If It desires to 
db eo, can repeal It. There le very little 
likelihood of any sucb upset, aud the 
precedent of one Council Infringing upon 
tbs prerogatives of another will go on 
r cord and be a fruitful cause of future 
xulechlef.

If there lifk likely Increase of tax 
rambles In ths^wo of any considerable 
amount, tbe dmiod of the School 
Board for more money might poselbly 
be met without certoua Inconvenience 
to property-owners, but the recent 
action of the State Board of Taxatloa 
In tbe matter of appeals from this town 
indicate* very clearly that there can 
be no Increase In the valuation of 
properties made In Bloomfield. 

In view of all tbe fsets that bear upon 
the Issue at band, it l» evident that the 
Town Council must reeort to m*asurea 
of ludlrect taxatloo, and ao Increase 
In town revenue must be wrung from 
tbe liquor traffic.
